Mrs. Dav is also annou nced th at h er 
departm ent plans to offer split 
monov alent seru m to ch ildren 3 to 17 
“as soon as it is av ailable” and “ u ntil 
it is g one.”

two months of steep decline. It in­ 
dicated that the nation's economic 
slowdown might not worsen 


At the same time, the Commerce 
D epartm ent revised its index of 
leading economic indicators for the 
previous two months to show that it 
had declined even further than first 
reported 


The composite index was down 
eighteenths of a per cent in August and 
mne-tenths of a per cent in September 
after the revisions, compared with the 
seven-tenths of a per cent decline 
reported earlier for both months. 


The performance of the index in 
October was not entirely conclusive 
since economists say it takes at least 
three months to establish a trend. 


Until the final component for the 
index was tabulated Tuesday, analysts 
feared the October index could be 
down for the third month in row. Many 
economists believe such a three-month 
trend would signal a new downturn in 
the economy. 


President-elect Jimmy Carter said 
last month he will recommend a tax 
reduction or other steps to stimulate 
the economy if the slowdown continued 
much longer. 


The flat performance for October 
likely will make economists want to 
wait another month before attempting 
to use the index to interpret the future 
course of the nation’s economy. 


One Commerce Department analyst 
said the previous declines probably 
reflected the economic slowdown that 
has already occurred rather than 
pointing to a new downturn.

A back-up clinic to offer free Swine 
Flu vaccine for the last time is being 
pondered by the Pickaway County 
Board of Health. 


Over 3,000 persons were treated 
during the recent four-day monovalent 
serum clinics in the county, according 
to Chief Health Nurse Linda Davis. 
And plans were made to immunize 
about 2,000 other private citizens at 
their places of employment. 
Mrs. Davis told board members at 
the Tuesday night meeting that her 
department will probably use the week 
between Christmas and New Years to 
conduct Swine Flu booster clinics for 
those people in the 17 to 24 age group 
who received initial injections. 
The first injection, she said, offers 
about 50 per cent immunity, while the 
second offers 90 per cent. During the 
1918 Swine Flu epidemic, persons in 
the 17 to 24 age group had the highest 
mortality rate. 
Mrs. Davis also announced that her 
departm ent plans to offer split 
monovalent serum to children 3 to 17 
“as soon as it is available” and “ until 
it is gone.” 
She said only 400,000 doses are 
available for the 3 million young 
people in the state. The vaccine, which 
will have to be given in double 
sessions, will be administered until it 
is used, she said. 
In other business, the Board of 
Health okayed local participation for 
one year in the federally-subsidized 
WIC program, which involves the 
supplemental feeding of women, in­ 
fants, and children under 5 years old. 
A tentative figure of $58,000 was 


given by the Ohio Department of 
Health as a possible allotment for 
Pickaway County, which has not yet 
applied for entry into the program. 
High-protein supplements, such as 
milk, milk products, and cheese, would 
be the staples of the program, and 
would be delivered to homes where 
supplem ental feeding is deemed 
necessary. * 
The Health Nurses reported that 37 
children 
received 
physical 
examinations by Dr. Robert McCoy at 
the Well-Child Clinic, and two were 
referred 
for 
m ore 
com plete 
evaluations. Of the 36 children who 
were given blood tests as part of the 
anemia screening program, one was 
found to have low test results and was 
placed on medication with five other 
youngsters marked as “ borderline.” 
Five new applicants were accepted 
for continuing follow-up. 
The Nurses also reported that 57 
patient visits were recorded at three 
prenatal clinics last month, 66 children 
received necessary immunizations at 
regularly held clinics, Dr. Howard 
lowery saw 27 patients at the first 
POD Clinic of the school year, and nine 
patients have been scheduled to be 
examined by Dr. George Kress at the 
TB Clinic. 
At Westfall High School, 117 TB skin 
tests were given, and there were 14 
administered at Jackson School last 
month. 
One positive reactor was found at the 
schools, and two positive reactors 
were discovered from 24 routine skin 
tests given in the office. 
The three positive reactors were 
referred for X-ray and evaluation. 
Three former applicants to the Sight

Saver Fund were examined by a local 
optom etrist, and four additional 
requests for financial assistance were 
received. 
A $200 donation from an anonymous 
donor was received, and the Pickaway 
Plains Sertoma Club pledged $150 to 
the Fund.

R heum atic Fever 
medication and other problems were 
resolved. 
The nurses made 24 home visits 
during the month. 
The nurses visited three schools last 
month, compiling and recording im­ 
munization records of students in 
grades K through 6 at Scioto, Salt- 
creek, and Jackson Schools. 
Bob Kramer, city sanitarian, has 
been elected 1977 president of the 
Southeast District Area Sanitarians 
Associations, the board learned. 
Kramer, Circleville Fire Chief Mike

Coffee continued to inflate the total 
price of the 16 items checked in 


It was 
joined by price rises in dairy products, 
hamburger, chuck roast and peanut 
butter. In most cities, the cost of a 
three-pound container of coffee made 
up about one-third of the total cost of 
items on the standard shopping list. 
Average price of the list of grocery 
store items among all cities checked 
was $19.61, up from $19.39 a month 
earlier. That compares to $18.61 for the 
same items a year ago and $18.64 two 
years ago. 
Whole frying chicken sold for an 
average of 54.5 cents per pound, down 8 
per cent from the previous month and 
almost on a par with turkey. At least 
one store in Canton sold out of chicken.

WASHINGTON (AP) — FBI agents 
reportedly are guarding a

The South Korean governm ent

Councilwoman Phyllis Iam phere of 
Seattle was expected to be elected 
today as president of the nation's 
largest group of city officials. 
Throughout its 52-year history, the

mayors as its presidents. She was to 
succeed Hans Tanzler, mayor of 
Jacksonville, Fla.. 
Some 3,000 delegates attending the 
final session of the 1976 Congress of 
Cities also were to consider endorsing 
decriminalization of drugs, including 
heroin.

PALO ALTO, Calif. (AP) - Jim 
Bliss wants to help blind people pay 
more taxes. 
That could make Bliss sound like an 
oddball philanthropist or an overeager 
Internal Revenue agent. 
But instead, Bliss is an entrepreneur 
who heads a five-year-old company 
that 
is 
an 
unusual 
mixture 
of 
capitalism and humanitarianism. 
The 
company 
is 
Telesensory 
Systems Inc., which makes products to 
aid the blind and which puts much of 
its profits back into research on new 
products for the visually handicapped. 
“The driving force of this company 
is to use technology to get blind people 
more integrated into society and, in 
particular, into more normal em­ 
ployment," Bliss said in an interview 
at the company’s offices here. 
If you look at a blind person who's on 
welfare, he may be receiving $3,000 to 
$4,000 from the government,” he said. 
“ If you turn that around so he’s 
making $10,000 a year, not only is that 
$10,000 helping to stim ulate the 
economy, but his income tax would be 
$2,000 or $3,000 a year. 
“ That’s a $6,000 differential, and I 
think 
it’s worth the one-time 
in­ 
vestment of a few thousand dollars to 
change that $3,000 obligation 
into 
$3,000 in income for the government," 
he said. 
Bliss, of course, isn’t interested in 
the blind solely from the standpoint of 
generating more tax revenue. His 
company employs six blind persons on 
its staff of 100 and he points out that 
holding down a normal job helps blind 
persons develop a better self-image 


and generally enjoy a fuller life. 
TSI’s first product was a reading 
device called an “Optacon.” It allows 
a blind person to read ordinary printed 
material. 


The Gptacon consists of a scanner 
which is passed over the words and a 
console in which the user places his or 
her left hand. The scanner converts 
letters into electrical impulses which 
then vibrate tiny pins set inside the 
console. 
The user feels each letter as it is 
reproduced on the array of pins and is 
thus able to “ read" the words. 
“ You can’t imagine the difference 
having an Optacon makes to a blind 
person," says TSI calculator products 
manager Chris Berg, whose wife is 
blind. 
“ Before this, they were limited to 
materials translated into Braille. Now 
they can read newspapers, cookbooks 
— whatever they want. They can read 
their personal mail, instead of having 
to get someone to read it to them.” 
TSI also offers a nine-day training 
course to buyers of its Optacons. Users 
normally start off at about 12 words 
per minute and reach 40 to 50 words 
per minute after using the device for a 
while. 
Some 
users 
have 
attained 
speeds of 100 words per minute, Berg 
says. 


TSI also sells a talking calculator 
that 
announces 
each 
step 
of 
a 
mathematical problem as the user 
presses the keys. 
The calculator, 
which can be programmed to operate 
m any language, performs six dif­ 
ferent functions.

Influenza was just beginning its work. 
There was no vaccine. No specific. In 
San Francisco and San Antonio and 
Denver and Omaha; in London and 
Manchester and Bristol; in Bordeaux 
and Paris and Chateau-Thierry; in 
Heidelberg and Berlin and Stettin, the 
people died in windrows.

In Gettysburg, Jack Mickley tucked 
his books under his arm and left 
school. He stopped at the top of the hill 
to listen to the armyband. It was 
playing Chopin’s “ Funeral March." 
He couldn’t see it at first, but he 
teetered on the curb until the slow- 
marching men came into sight. 
Behind the band were the U.S. Army 
wagons with all those coffins. Beside 
them, a grim young officer marched 
with his sword blade against his 
shoulder. 
He

Dwight 
D. 
Eisenhower, assigned to thq burial 
detail at Camp Colt. 
Mickley watched until the solemn 
music faded and returned on the wind. 
Then he went home. There was nothing 
to say because nobody was interested 
in what a little boy might think of 
death. 
People in many lands prayed that 
this terrible thing might pass. The 
deaths around the world moved up into 
the hundreds of thousands, and then 
the millions. Sages asked themselves if 
more would be killed in battle, or by 
influenza. The silent scourge took the 
defenseless. 
Jack Mickley left school, wiped his 
nose on his sleeve, and waited for the 
music. It came. The same band played 
the same music all the way to the 
railroad station. The same young 
officer marched beside the column of 
wagons with their dead. 
The silent ghost seemed to endure 
forever. Bits and pieces of entire 
families disappeared. Young ladies 
who were waiting for a soldier to come 
home were not spared. Doctors died as 
swiftly as the ignorant. 
Master Mickley watched the parade 
of the dead every day.

(AP) - “ 1 
just wish the other eight boys were 
here,” Clarence Norris said after he 
received a pardon from Alabama that 
restored the rights he lost in the state

The “other eight boys," or “ Scott­ 
sboro Boys” as they came to be known 
during the decade of the Great Depres­ 
sion, were not on hand to see Norris, 
the group’s last known survivor, ac­ 
cept a long-sought pardon for a crime 
which he has long contended he and the 
others did not commit. 
Norris, now a 64-year-old laborer in 
New York City, and the other “Scott­ 
sboro Boys” were charged in 1931 with 
raping two white women aboard a 
freight train near Scottsboro.

capitalism and humanitarianism. 
The 
company

Telesensory 
Systems Inc., which makes products to 
aid the blind and which puts much of 
its profits back into research on new 
products for the visually handicapped. 
“The driving force of this company 
is to use technology to get blind people 
more integrated into society and, in 
particular, into more normal em­ 
ployment,” Bliss said in an interview 
at the company’s offices here. 
If you look at a blind person who’s on 
welfare, he may be receiving $3,000 to 
$4,000 from the government,” he said. 
"If you turn that around so he’s 
making $10,000 a year, not only is that 
$10,000 helping to stim ulate the 
economy, but his income tax would be 
$2,000 or $3,000 a year. 
“That’s a $6,000 differential, and I 
think it’s worth the one-time in­ 
vestment of a few thousand dollars to 
change that $3,000 obligation into 
$3,000 in income for the government,” 
he said. 
Bliss, of course, isn’t interested in 
the blind solely from the standpoint of 
generating more tax revenue. His 
company employs six blind persons on 
its staff of IOO and he points out that 
holding down a normal job helps blind 
persons develop a better self-image 


and generally enjoy a fuller lite. 
TSI’s first product was a reading 
device called an “Optacon.” It allows 
a blind person to read ordinary printed 
material. 


The Optacon consists of a scanner 
which is passed over the words and a 
console in which the user places his or 
her left hand. The scanner converts 
letters into electrical impulses which 
then vibrate tiny pins set inside the 
console. 
The user feels each letter as it is 
reproduced on the array of pins and is 
thus able to “read" the words. 
“You can’t imagine the difference 
having an Optacon makes to a blind 
person,” says TSI calculator products 
manager Chris Berg, whose wife is 
blind. 
“Before this, they were limited to 
materials translated into Braille. Now 
they can read newspapers, cookbooks 
— whatever they want. They can read 
their personal mail, instead of having 
to get someone to read it to them.” 
TSI also offers a nine-day training 
course to buyers of its Optacons. Users 
normally start off at about 12 words 
per minute and reach 40 to 50 words 
per minute after using the device for a 
while. Some users have attained 
speeds of IOO words per minute, Berg 
says. 


TSI also sells a talking calculator 
that 
announces each 
step of 
a 
mathematical problem as the user 
presses the keys. The calculator, 
which can be programmed to operate 
in any language, performs six dif­ 
ferent functions.

CINCINNATI (AP) - U.S. Postal 
Service officials here say they have 
asked national officials whether a 
pamphlet of color pictures of Vietnam 
war scenes violates postal regulations. 
The glossy 12-page pamphlet, 
distributed by “Hustler” magazine 
publisher Larry Flynt, sparked a furor 
when it appeared Monday in many 
Cincinnati mailboxes. 
Flynt, under indictment by the 
Hamilton County grand jury since May 
20 and due to stand trial Wednesday on 
charges of pandering obscenity and 
engaging in organized crime, asked in 
his pamphlet, “What is obscene?” 
The pamphlet is a reprint of an 
article in “Hustler’s” January issue. 
Richard Hildebrandt, foreman of 
mailing 
requirem ents, 
said his 
department had approved the mailing, 
but had been shown only a black and 
white photocopy. 
He said the local office is checking 
with national authorities about 
whether the full-color pamphlets 
violate mailing regulations. 
If postal authorities rule against the 
pamphlets, Flynt could lose his 
mailing privileges or be cautioned not 
to put anything like the pamphlet in the 
mail again, Hildebrandt said. 
Flynt estimated that about 400,000 of 
the pamphlets were sent out. 
Purpose of the mass mailing, Flynt 
said, “was to get a barometer on what 
local standards really are. I believe 
that community standards should be 
set by the community, not by the 
whims of a prosecutor.”

The only permanent effect that the 
transfusion had on you was to 
replenish your blood, to aid your 
recovery and perhaps to save your life.

Dear Mrs. R.: 
When a needle is stuck into a vein of 
the elbow in order to introduce fluids, 
the vein becomes irritated. The inner 
wall of the vein, especially if the needle 
is left in for some time, may become 
thickened and there may even be a clot 
at the site of the needle. 
No one can be faulted for this. Some 
patients may have a greater tendency 
than others to develop a clot or a 
phlebitis. Other patients may react 
more actively to a particular drug that 
is used in the intravenous therapy. 
More important than faulting someone 
is the fact that the procedure was an 
important one and that many forms of 
treatment are now available to relieve 
the discomfort.

NEW YORK (AP) — Vice President 
Nelson A. Rockefeller’s son-in-law, 
'Thomas B. Morgan, say s he plans to 
inv est enou gh money in the liberal 
weekly magazine The Nation “to pu t it 
in the black within two or three y ears.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A state 
auditor’s report took a dim view today 
of the $34 million Ohio Transportation 
Research Center near 
Marysville, 
saying, in effect, that it has lost in 
excess of $20 million while trying to 
run itself as a private corporation. 
State Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson’s 
report showed that while all funds of 
record were accounted for in the audit, 
the sprawling center has gone astray 
of numerous rules and regulations 
required of other state agencies. 
It also said the center has taken in 
only $1.2 million since 1971 while 
paying out $1.7 million in consultants’ 
fees, 
mostly to 
E.S. 
Preston 
& 
Associates at rates of $8,000 to $9,000 a 
month. 
Preston was listed in the report as 
the 
c e n te r’s 
“ actual 
d irecto r’’ 
although the facility 
employes a 
director at $27,500 a year “ who has had 
little to do with making policies or 
directing the management of the cen­ 
ter.” 
Preston, retained during the ad­ 
ministration of former Democratic 
Gov. John J. Gilligan, was highway 
director in the administration of ex- 
Gov. Michael V. DiSalle, also a 
Democrat, from 1958-1962. 
Ferguson’s report, which covered 
the period from Nov. 12, 1971, to July 
22, 1975, listed payroll costs of $2.2 
million, contract costs at $8.2 million, 
and operating expenses and capital 
improvements at $9.5 million. 
It said that while the center’s pur­ 
pose was listed as providing jobs and 
business by obtaining research con-

W eekly M agazine 
Changes Hands 


NEW YORK (AP) - Vice President 
Nelson A. Rockefeller’s son-in-law, 
Thomas B. Morgan, says he plans to 
invest enough money in the liberal 
weekly magazine The Nation “to put it 
in the black within two or three years.” 
The Nation, oldest continuously 
published weekly in the United States, 
has lost money every year except two 
during its 111-year history. The profit­ 
able years were during World War II. 
Morgan, who takes over as editor 
and owner on Jan. I, edited the Village 
Voice, a New York weekly newspaper, 
from September of last year until this 
past October.

group’s 58th annual meeting Tuesday. 
C. William Swank‘said government 
intrusion into private industry when 
the country is not at war and when the 
industry is not asking for it “ is a giant 
step toward nationalization of the 
industry." 
Swank said such action is more 
dangerous than an absolute takeover. 
Although he does not foresee such a 
takeover in agriculture, he said there 
exists the possibility of meddling in the 
price-making process. 
“ This could have the effect of taking 
away opportunity for profit in the 
name of &abilizing food prices for the 
benefit and comfort of consumers,” 
Swank said. 
“ This process could result in less 
food being available and in the long 
run result in higher prices, rather than 
lower.” 
Swank stressed that farmers, in 
order to keep agriculture free, must 
point out that every consumer will be 
better off with a highly efficient and 
productive agriculture and that the 
economy will benefit from such a 
system. 
Swank was critical of those who 
propose eating less meat in this 
country to help the malnourished of the 
world. 
“ This action is damaging unless an 
equivalent amount of money for the 
meat is sent to these people so they can 
buy food,” he said. “ We don’t have a 
food problem in hungry nations, we 
have an income problem.” 
Swank said agriculture cannot solve 
the moral aspect of the problem, but 
added, “ if all we do is dampen the 
demand for food in this country, 
driving down the price, we will make 
little advance in feeding hungry 
people.”

High Court Reviews Death Penalty 


WASHINGTON (A P I — When Harry 
Roberta asked the Supreme Court to 
overturn his conviction for the 1974 
murder of a New Orleans policeman he 
had no way of knowing the court's 
reply could effect death row prisoners 
in 20 states 
The high court, however, said 
Monday it will use Roberts' appeal to 
decide if previously banned man­ 
datory death sentences can be legally 
applied to one class of murderers — 
those who kill police officers. 
The court's decision appears to 
reopen an issue that many court ob­ 
servers had considered closed — that 
all mandatory sentences for murder 
are unconat&igional because they deny 
juries and judges the discretion to 
make punishment fit the crime. 
It was that reasoning that led the 
justices to strike down death penalty 
laws in louisiana and North Carolina 
last July, while upholding capital 
punishment in Florida, Georgia and 
Texas. 
Roberts centered his appeal on 
tactics used by the prosecigor, and did 
not waste many words discussing the 
death sentence. There appeared little 
need to. Louisiana officials had as 
much as conceded that Roberts never 
would be executed because of the 
Supreme Court decision striking down 
the state’s death penalty law as too 
rigid.

semi-public water supply surveys was 
okayed. 
The board granted a variance to 
allow a family to connect a mobile 
home to the sewage system of an 
existing rural home for six months. 
And, the board tabled a proposal for 
use of holding tanks for sanitary sewer 
disposal until further study. 
In other business, county sanitarian 
Hugh Barnhill reported that 24 private 
water samples were collected and 
studied, with six being unsafe, and six 
public samples were checked. 
The board passed a resolution that 
approves Berger Hospital as a 
Maternity Care facility in Pickaway 
County. 
The board also announced that it had 
received a letter of intent from 
Circleville to enter into the $30,000 
contract for health services when the 
funds become available. 
There were 25 home sewage site 
investigations made last month, 13 
sewage permits were issued, and 23 
consultations were made in the Health 
Department office. Four consultations 
were made with the local SCS office. 
Six food service inspections were 
made, including the final inspection of 
Cottage L at Orient State Institute, 
which was recently remodeled. Twelve 
food service consultations were 
completed. 
A survey of dumping stations and 
septic tank cleaner practices in the 
county was completed, and Barnhill 
concluded that disposing of these 
wastes was a problem. 
At the present time, there is no state 
policy for the disposal of these wastes, 
he said. Septic tank wastes are so 
strong that they upset the balance of 
municipal and other aeration type 
treatment plants. 
I^and application is permitted in 
most counties, including Pickaway, 
providing the waste is applied in an 
area 300 feet or more from the road 
and 1,000 feet from a dwelling if the 
waste is not allowed to run off into 
bodies of water or the drainage course. 
The Mid-Ohio Regional Planning 
Commission visited the county Nov. 9 
to discuss the Central Scioto Water 
Quality Management Plan now being 
developed. 
A committee is to be formed to be 
made up of knowledgeable citizens 
from government, agriculture, and 
business to represent the county. 
Attending the meeting were Don 
Archer, Jean Ankrom, Priscilla 
Steele, Greg Bigham, Chuck Taylor, 
and Barnhill. Plans are being for­ 
mulated now and will have long range 
effects on the quality of water flowing 


through Pickaway County. 
Six nuisance inspections were made 
of three reported nuisances last 
month, he said. A sewage problem on 
the Circleville-Tarlton-Northem Road 
just east of Washington Meadows was 
resolved after much difficulty in 
determining the cause.

State Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson’s 
office announced today the December 
distribution of $34,213,156 in Aid to 
Dependent Children (ADC) to 550,145 
recipients in Ohio’s 88 counties. 
Pickaway County received $71,546 
for 1,136 recipients. 
Ferguson said the amount does not 
include the weekly ADC auxiliary 
payments which will 
be made 
primarily to new recipients throughout 
the month. 
The 
auxiliary 
payments 
in 
November totaling $2,044,513, coupled 
with the main November distribution 
of $36,395, 082, boosted that month’s 
total to $36,979,102. 
Ferguson added that the ADC 
distribution does not reflect food 
stamp allowances to the recipients. 
The 
state 
welfare 
departm ent 
distributes food stamps, and ADC 
payments to those recipients choosing 
to receive stamps are reduced ac­ 
cordingly. 
Ferguson noted that the main 
December payment went to 2,485 
fewer recipients than the one in 
November and decreased by $137,413 
from the one last month. 
ADC payments are made to families 
with one parent or one unemployed 
parent on the basis of family size and 
financial resources. The ADC program 
is funded primarily by federal and 
state governments.

LONDON (AP) — King Kong has 
won the first round in his gorilla war 
with a female impersonator. 
The 
High 
Court 
banned 
the 
distribution of the British movie 
“Queen Kong” on Tuesday until the 
courts decide a suit by the King’s 
sponsors charging the makers of the 
British film with copyright in­ 
fringement. 


The copyright suit was brought by 
RKO, which made the 1933 classic, and 
Dino de Laurentiis, whose $20-million 
remake is opening in the United States 
this month. 


“Queen Kong” is the work of Dexter 
Films and cost $632,000. It takes the 
Queen to the top of the London Post 
Office tower, in emulation of King 
Kong’s New York climb to the top of 
the Empire State Building in 1933 and 
to the top of the World Trade Center in 
1976. 


One of the King’s attorneys, 
Nicholas Browne-Wilkinson, told the 
High Court that “Queen Kong” has 
“an appalling script” which RKO and 
Del^auretiis “feel they cannot do 
anything but repercuss poorly on their 
reputation if it is thought that King 
Kong is associated with that ”

stores declined one-tenth of a per cent 
during November. 
The picture was not quite so bright 
as it had been a month earlier. During 
October, the m arketbasket 
bill 
declined at the checklist store in ll 
cities and increased in only two. 
The new findings were encouraging, 
however, as a sign that inflation at the 
supermarket is easing. The govern­ 
ment has predicted that food prices 
alone will rise about 3 or 4 per cent this 
year, less than half the rate of increase 
last year. The leveling off is due, in 
part, to a drop in the prices paid to 
farmers for their products. 
The Department of Agriculture said 
Tuesday that prices farmers get 
declined 3 per cent from Oct 15 to Nov. 
15. It was the fourth straight monthly 
decline and left farm prices at a level 6 
per cent below a year earlier. 
Abundant supplies of livestock and 
grain have helped keep down retail 
prices at the meat counter. The AP 
survey found that the price of a pound 
of chopped chuck was unchanged in 
most cities. Pork chops and frank­ 
furters each declined at the checklist 
store in seven cities. 
In its survey, The AP compared 
prices at the start of December with 
those a year earlier. The market­ 
basket total increased at the checklist 
store in eight cities — up an average of 
2.1 per cent — and decreased in five — 
down an average of 2.7 per cent. Over­ 
all, the marketbasket at the checklist 
store was up about a third of one per 
cent during the 12-month period. 
The November results were not 
uniformly good. Eggs increased in 
price at the checklist store in 12 cities; 
coffee — which has been soaring out of 
sight for months — went up again at 
the checklist store in eight cities. 
The items on the AP checklist were: 
chopped chuck, center cut pork chops, 
frozen orange juice concentrate, 
coffee, paper towels, butter, Grade-A 
medium white eggs, creamy peanut 
butter, laundry detergent, fabric 


softener, tomato sauce, chocolate chip 
cookies, milk, frankfurters and 
granulated sugar.
